WASPS AND LABELS.

HE animal life of the Dublin Gardens 
is, perhaps; seen to all the greater 
advantage on days when the crowd of 
visitors is not exceptionally large. It was 
certainly impossible on some of the finer 
afternoons of the past week to avoid Being 
struck with the. brilliant display of 
‘animals of vari®us kinds that could be 
seen simultaneously taking the air in the 
paddocks outside their sleeping quarters. 
All the zebras;—and ‘there are at present 
three different kinds of them in different 
parts of the grounds—are now. in their 
very best form, and cannot fail to attract 
admiration at a glance. Those most 
picturesque and interesting little creatures, 
the Canadian .lynxes—the. scarcer and 
smaller kind, sometimes known as the red 
lvnx—are decidedly less shy of present- 
ing themselves to view on days when the 
yazers not too many and obtrusive. 
The graceful serval is distinctly more 
ready to show himself off in the open than 
he was in the week ef Horse Show visitors, 
and one does not need to enter the hon 
house to be assured of the state of things 
in that establishment, where, in some 
sudden outburst, the roars of the inmates 
contend for mastery, as if the. world lay 
at their feet—‘“‘ from Atlas eastward to the 
frighted Nile.’’ 
AN ENGLISH GRASS SNAKE. 
Not many animals were added to the 
collection during the week; but ‘special 
mention is due to one that formed the 
subject of an urgent message received 
by Dr. Ferrar from Drumcondra, to the 
effect that a formidable snake had shown 
itself in that district and was causing a 
reign of terror. The reptile proved, on 
Dr. Ferrar’s arrival, to be a specimen of 
the Enghsh grass snake, possibly brought 
over as a stowaway with imported fruit, 
and, of course, quite harmless. Its im- 
mediate removal to the ‘‘ Zoo”’ was, how- 
ever, clearly advisable for'the snake’s own 
In the Reptile House, where it 
may now be seen, it occupies the same

compartment with some garter snakes, to. 


which it is pretty nearly related; but'it 
can easily be distinguished by its small 
size, being as yet only a foot long. 

In looking at. the open-air cages one 
may, just now, in more ways than one, 
learn a little zoology from the labels. A 
considerable number of these, being card- 
board, present the curious appearance of 
being blank. - Visitors looking at a fine 
specimen of the Abyssinian vulture, and 
struck with the rich colouring—sky-blue, 
scarlet and black—of its powerful beak, 
suffer a momentary shock on finding its 
name and place of origin nearly obliterated 
from the label on its cage ; and only a few 
yards away a fine tawny eagle (like the 
vulture, an East African bird, presented 
by Captain Ritchie) sits behidt a label 
that is absolutely blank. “The name 
has been washed off,” exclaims the visitor 
—mentally, of course, laying the blame, 
as everybody does for everything, on our 
wretched August weather. But no, the 
name has.not been washed off—it has been 
eaten off. Looking again at the labels. 
one can see the eaters at work. They are, 
in fact, ordinary wasps. 


BUSY WASPS. 

The wasps are busy scraping away 
the surface of every card-board label, to 
utilise the material in manufacture of a 
better and more durable paper for the 
covering of their own nests. A still more 
striking picture of their handiwork can be 
just outside the ,“ Zoo”’ gateway, 
where a little poster with a lion’s head on 
it has been put up to direct attention to the 
recent arrangement with the Tramway 
Company., To the lion’s head there is a 
baekground of black, and outside the black 
there was, not more than a fortnight ago, 
a margin of yellow or of some light colour. 
The margin, however, has gone, and the 
wasps have it—or, at. any rate, 
scraped it away with their jaws—with such 
scrupulous neatness that the black back- 
ground is left absolutely untouched, and 
only the light outer margin has. been 
scraped and carried. away, with such

thoroughness that not a trace remains to tell 


what colour it was. Wasps have—to the 
regret of some nature lovers—been hitherto 
rather scarce this summer, but from the 
industry with which this nest-building is 
now going on we may confidently infer 
that they mean to make up for lost time. 

Perhaps, it may be necessary to express 
an earnest hope that what has been stated 
will not have the effect of deterring any 
intending visitor from going to the 
£00’ while such a display of activity 
is being given by the wasps. It is quite 
a mistake to imagine that these insects are 
malicious, or at all prone to use their 
stings except in self-defence, or else in 
laudable zeal for the beating off of 
assailants from their nests. They may be 
watched at their present work in perfect 
safety and comfort. at less than six inches 
distance. 

7,202 VISITORS. 

As a matter of fact, the Gardens were 
visited during last week by 7,202 members 
of the public—a number that exceeds 
by about 250 thet for the cor- 
responding week in 1929. It. may be of 
interest to say that 1,257 of these came on 
‘‘ tram-tickets ’’ issued under the recent 
combination scheme.

“ Father Brown.” 


I am inclined to wonder whether. if the 
Sherlock Holmes stories could be published 
for the first time to-day, they really would 
be rated highly in detective fiction. To 
one well versed in the manners and customs 
of the modern sleuth, many of Holmes’s 
deductions seem notably uninspired, and 
not a few cf his cares devoid of interest. 
Occasionally, too, there is a lamentable 
lack of the subtlety that is necessary in 
the modern, well-conditioned ‘‘ blood.”’ 
Taking it for all in all, I fancv that the 
detective storv of the future will be built 
on the lines of G. K. Chesterton’s “ Father 
Brown ” series rather than those of the 
estimable Sherlock.. Father Brown’s cases 
are more varied, his reasoning wider in 
scope and vastly more original in its 
courses. The stories reveal profounder 
psychology and far more literary power. 
Both Dovle’s and Chesterton’s works, how- 
ever, excel in one resnect: for both alike 
are free from the hewildering mass of 
detail that retards the progress of most 
detective fiction and makes it difficult to 
follow.

Cork via New Zealand. 


The latest Cork story which I have heard 
is go much out of the now well-beaten 
track that it is worthy of record.

I notice (writes a corresbondent) a 
couple of significant changes which have 
been made in Belfast since Í was here last. 
The tendency now is for the residential 
areas to remove themselves further and 
further from the city’s centre. All alon 
the roads that formerly. were unspotte 
residential districts shops are springing 
up; in* many cases houses have been de- 
molished to make room for them, I 
notice also a very large number of houses 
to let. Whereas in Dublin it is far from 
easy even to buy a house, in Belfast there 
-is an abundance for sale, and few roads 
are without at least one or two for rent- 
ing. Apparently the new buildings which 
have been, and are being, erected in the 
outlying districts find greater favour in 
the public eyes. It seems to me that there 
shortly will be a positive glut of houses 
on the market if the rush of supply is not 
checked, or if there is not a noticeable in- 
crease in the population.

Che Edinburgh Revieuv. 


Apropos of what was said here the other 
day about the forthcoming volume of 
memoirs by Mr. Frank Harris, a corre, 
spondent reminds me that Mr, Harris was 
editor pf the Fortnightly Review at a most 
interesting period in the famous review's 
history. Mr. Harris became editor in 
1886 on the death of T. H. Escott, who 
had succesded John Morley, and at once 
the character of the Fortnightly took on 
something of the personality of its Irish- 
American conductor, sometimes to the 
embarrassment of the proprietors and 
publishers. For his very first number he 
had arranged for a strong attack on 
alleged corruption in the Ordnance Denart- 
ment of the War Office, but, fortunately. 
at the last moment the military author of 
the article withdrew it. 

Mr. Harris gave quite an Irish flavour 
to the Fortnightly’s pages, and amongst 
his contributers he had Edward Dowden 
and George Moore. Oscar Wilde wrote for 
it several of his most characteristic 
articles, including his preface to “‘ Dorian 
Grav’’ and the much discussed essay 
entitled “ Pen, Pencil and Poison.’’ Mr. 
Harris had a rather special wish for Pater, 
and when Pater died in 1894, the last year 
of the Har régime, it w Lionel 
Johnson who was chosen to pay the last 
tribute to him in the review. Another 
Irish contributor was Dr. E. J. Dillon, 
whose Russian articles over the signature 
“E. B. Lanin ' created a sensation 
Another was Justin MacCarthy, and from 
this period dates Mr. Harris's friendship 
with George Bernard Shaw, who enlivened 
the Fortnightly’s columns in the company 
of other young lions like H. G. Wells and 
J. M. Barrie.

THE MOUNTAINS. 

ADVENTUROUS SPIRIT 
OF MAN, 


Why should any of these lofty and com- 
paratively remote mountains be climbed? 
What advantage is there in striving to sur- 
mount such difficulty and danger’? 

. These muis are asked in ' My Maga- 
sine,” the popular monthly edited by 
Arthur Mee, following the failure of the re- 
cent attempt to climb Kanchenjunga, one of 
the monarchs of the Himalayas. In the 
Himalaya range there are at least. 600 peaks 
rising to a height of 20,000 feet and more. 
While there is no material gain to be se- 
cured by climbing these heights: the writer 
Says ;:'— i 

‘Men will continue to attempt the mas- 
tery of the mountains, as they -have mastered 
the seas and the air, reached the Poles, and 
bored down miles into the hot interior of 
the earth. Difficulty and danger are only 
incentives to the adventurous spirit of man, 
which accounts achievement and honour as 


ranking before plain, practical profit. 


PRACTICAL PROFIT. 

‘‘ And there is some practical profit, per- 
haps, attending such enterprises as striving 
and failing to reach the summits of 
Everest or Kanchenjunga. It is through the 
cultivation of that romantic ardovr for 
Searching every region of the world that 
knowledge of the world’s riches, mineral and 
vegetable. is gained and brought nearer com- 
pletion But only a small hecinning hes vet 
been made with such knowledce in the vast 
mountain system called the Himalayas. 

“The forces of Nature, sun and wind and 
downfall, seem to be permanently hostile. 
These mountains are in a state of disintegra- 
tion, and it is not such disintegration as is 
likely to unearth nnsuscpected treasures. Yet 
the plain facts of difficulty and danger are 
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challenges to the spirit of mankind. and in 

grappling with them the race is braced and 

has the physical profit of escaping the in- 

ertia which is more destructive than any of 

the dangers of violence. : 
THE GRADUAL CONQUEST. 

“The spirit that seems to come naturally 
to men who companion with mountains was 
illustrated splendidly by the nationally-mixed 
band who were driven in something like 
rout from the icy slopes of Kanchenjunga. 
The storm clouds of the changing season 
made further attempts on that monarch of 
the upper world quite impossible, but these 
resolute men were not satisfied. Near by, 
as Himalayan distances go, was another 
peak, Jonsong, rising 24.340 feet above sea- 
level, and they determined that they would. 
if possible, add that to their list of con. 
quests. . 

“From a camp at a height of 20.000 feet 
they set out. four of them. climbing in pairs. 
Only two of them reached the top, though, 
contrary to most experiences, the ascent 
hecame less difficult as the ton was neared. 
Rouch weather followed, but five days later 
it cleared, and then four other members of 
the party, two of whom were accompanied 
bv native porters, tried again by somewhat 
different routes, and all of them added Jon 
song to their list of mountain conquests. 

‘Opposed by all the stern defences of the 
Himalayas, wind and cold. and icy steep- 
ness, these clinberr whom Kanchinjunga had 
baffled had yet strength and spirit enough 
ta master Jonseng. And so the gradual con. 
quest of the Himalayas goes on."

THE REVOLT AGAINST 
MRS. GRUNDY. ° 


Dean Inge, in his presidential address ‘to 
ths Modern Churchmen’s Cenference at 
Oxford last night, said that the present 
generatidn, especially since the war, had 
revolted against the rule of Mrs. Grundy. 
It had realised, and had not been ashamed 
to proclaim, that the facts were very different 
from the Victorian convention, which, 
indeed, was only kept up with the help of a 
vast amount of hypocrisy. 

“ We cannot,’’ he said, “ prevent the new 
knowledge of birth control from being used 
by an unmarried person, and by selfish 
couples who wish to have no children. '' 

He believed that every criminal doomed 

to death ought to be allowed to carry out 
the sentence upon himself in his own way, 
and he would not censure the man who, 
knowing that he was dying slowly by an 
agonising disease, wished to shorten his 
sufferings. 
1 “I must add, however, that if I were 
attacked, by a painful illness I hope that |] 
should have patienc’ to wait for the end, 
and I do not think I should wish anyone 
near and dear to me to act otherwise,” said 
Dean Inge. 

Referring earlier in his address. to the 
present generation’s revolt against the rule 
of Mrs. Grundy, he said; “ They attempt to 
dignify lust by calling it love, and argue 
that if.a married man or woman felt a 
hysical attraction to a person»other than 
isvor her legal mate, ‘love’ should be the 
law-giver, and give dispensation to all

GOVERNMENT'S LIWIT: D POWERS. 


The County Down County Council ia 
faced with an unforeseen difficulty in co, 
nection with the scheme for establishing 
a ferry between Strangford and Por 
ferry. ‘It appears that the Northery 
Ireland Ministry of Home Affairs, which 
previously had expressed its willingness 
to introduce legislation that would gi 
the Council a monopoly of the fe 
rights, has now pointed out that it 
powerless to consider a bill contai: 
such powers, on account of a partic 
section of the Government Act 
which states that the Northern 
ment is not allowed to make laws in 
spect of navigation, except as rega 
inland waters. This lack of power on 
Northern Government’s part is a blow 
the Down County Conncil, and it has been 
urged that the British Government shou! 1 
be approached as soon as possible with a 
view to passing the necessary legislation 

In the meantime, the scheme is to be 
held up, as the Ministry is of the opin: 
that it would be unwise to incur expens: 
at this stage. This means that the English 
firm of ferry experts, which had offered 
to report and make recommendations 
the installation of a service, will hav. 
be put off, and the whole matter dropped 
until such time as the British Govern 
ment grants the necessary permission. it 
seems strange that such a purely | 
project. as this Strangford-Portaf 
ferry service should have to receive t 
approval of the British Government | 
it can be got under way.

STATEMENT TO MAYO 
DELEGATES.

Over two hundred. delegates attended a 
meeting of the South Mayo Constituency 
Committee of Cumann na nGaedheal, which 
was held on Sunday in Castlebar. 

Mr. FitzGeralg-Kenney, Minister for Jus- 
tice; Mr. Martin Roddy, Parliamentary Sec- 
retary in charge of the Land, Commission; 
Mr. Seumas Dolan, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister for Industry and Commerce; 
and Mr, Liam Burke, Genera] Secretary of 
Cumann na nGaedheal, attended. and 
delivered addresses at the conference. 

There was a full and frank discussion upon 
various matters ef lecal and national interest, 
and arrangements were made for the thorough 
organisation of the constituency during the 
coming winter months. 

Mr. Roddy, in the course of his address, 
indicated the main provisions of the scheme 
for vesting lands. The scheme, he pointed 
out, had been on the stocks for two years, 
during which every aspect of the intzicate 
problem of vesting had been submitted. to 
the most minute examination by himself and 
his expert advisors in the Land Commission. 

FIANNA FAIL BILL CRITICISED. 

Referring to the need for the most careful 
consideration of legislative proposals affecting 
land tenure, the Parliamentary Secretary 
instanced “ the totally unpracticable ' land 
measure introduced by Mr. Derrig in the 
Dail some time ago. Little or no expert 
knowledge, he said, was betrayed in framing 
the Fianna Fail bill, and when it camé before 
the Dail the deputies belonging to the party 
which sponsored it found themselves so com- 
pletely at. sea as to its nature and provisions 
that they were unable to make any attempt 
at discussing it before the House. The Fianna 
Fail bill, accordingly, never got beyond its 
preliminary stages, because its promoters had 
given their bill no study, and consequently 
found themselves in the unenviable position 
of having to face the whole country as self- 
confessed ignoramuses so far as their famous 
still-born land bill was concerned. 

The scheme which the Government would 
lay before the Dail on its re-assembly had 
received thi most careful consideration, and 
its passage into law would certainly not be 
impeded by ignorance of their job on the 
part of its promoters. 


HOWTH CASTLE AND 
GROUNDS. 


OPEN TO THE PUBLIC 
THIS WEEK. 


-“ 


Among the gardens open on Saturday next 
in aid oí the.Queen’s Jubilee District Nurses’ 
Pensions Fund will be those of Howth Castle, 
the residence of Mr. C, 1. J, Gaisford St. 
Lawrence. The Castle, which is open to the 
public as well as the grounds, dates from 
about the thirteenth century, and shares, with 
Malahide Castle, the reputation of being the 
oldest inhabited house in Ireland. It was 
largely rebuilt by Christopher, twenty-second 
Lord of Howth, in the fifteenth century, was 
added to in the eighteenth century, and 
altered in 1910 by Sir Edwin Lutyens, who 
also added a tower. On either side of the 
front door are three pre-Reformation bells 
with quaint inscriptions. 

THE INTERIOR. 

In the hall still hangs the two-handed sword 
of Sir Almeric Tristram, who is said to have 
taken the name of St, Lawrence after winning 
For over 

centuries the name of St. Lawrence 
has been borne by the owners. In the hall 
is also seen a representation of the legend of 
the abduction of the heir of the day by 
Grace O’Malley, who, om her return from a 
visit to Queen Elizabeth, was denied hospi- 
tality at the Castle. The boy was kept-in her 
Connaught fastness until a promise had been 
received that the Castle gate should always 
be open and an extra place laid for the un- 
bidden guest during the dinner hour. The 
extra place is still provided. In the hall also 
hang some prehistoric Irish elk horns. : 

The, dining -reom contains a full length 
portrait of Dean Swift, by Bindon, 'a set of 
CHippendale chairs, still with their original 
leather, and a number of sporting paintings, 
by J. Ferneley. There is a different view 
from each of the five windows. 

A GHOSTLY PACT. 

The drawing room, with its early Georgian 
decoration, contains a painted representation 
of the castle and grounds as they appeared at 
that date, and a portrait of Nicola Gorges, 
the heroine of the Beresford ghost story. 
This lady is said to have made a pact with 
the Earl of Tyrone that the one who died 
first should appear to the other to prove the 
truth of Christianity. Tyrone died first, and 
appeared to the lady, and to convince her of 
the reality of his presence touched her wrist, 
leaving a black mark, which she afterwards 
kept concealed with a ribbon. Representation 
of this was removed according to the tradi- 
tion when the picture was restored. . 

The library, built by Lutyens, has oak 
book-shelves containing about 8,000 books, 
which include some valuable Aldine editions. 
Sir Edwin also adapted a portion of the 
castle to form a chapel, the decoration of 
which he also supervised. 

THE GARDEN. 

3etween the Old Tree (with which family 
traditions are connected) and the sea descend 
grass alleys flanked by tall beech hedges. 
These are, perhaps, two hundred years old 
and are clipped yearly, some being upwards 
of 25 feet high. 

Each alley has its view point of sea and 
island or garden vista. The paved garden, 
designed by Lutyens, allows of central beds, 
to. be approached by means of raised stone 
paths. In the adjacent pleasure grounds, 
etc., are over four hundred genera trees and 
shrubs, many rare and beloved -by horticul- 
turists. 

Half a mile above the Castle lie the 
Rhododendron Walk, the Cromlech and the 
Hill, the view from which has been described 
by H. G. Wells as “one of the most beauti- 
ful in the world.” The rhododendron collec- 
tion contains nearly three hundred species and 
about the same number of hybrids, forming 
with duplicates a total of about one thousand 
plants. 

THE ST. LAWRENCE PIPERS. 

The Howth Pipe Band, which will play 
during the afternoon, has been in existence 
over five years, and has won several prizes 
and commendations in contests throughout 
the country. The pipers wear the traditional 
Irish dress and are mainly recruited from 
Howth. They are all amateurs. 

For those who travel by ‘bus or tram, the 
Castle is only two minutes’ walk. From the 
Railway Station it is seven minutes. There 
is to be an “open” day also on Saturday, 
August 30th for the gardens only. The’ en-

EMPIRE FREE TRADE. 

Addressing, a Fianna Fail meeting at 
Marshalstown, ENNISCORTHY, on Sunday, 
Dr. J. Ryan, T.D., said that the Irish Cattle 
Traders’ Association recentiy passed a reso- 
lution stating that they were in favour of 
Empire free trade, because it would relieve 
unemployment in England and increase the 
prosperity of that country.

Miss 
O’Ryan said she wished to draw attention to 
the state of affairs in Enniscorthy regarding 
the amount of home assistance distributed 
there by the Board. In Enniscorthy £90 a 
week was being distributed, while in Wex. 
ford, which had twice’ the population, the 
amount of home assistance was only £75 a 
week. In Wexford, from time to time, there 
were grants obtained from the Government 
for relief works of public utility. The Health 
Board should ask the Enniscorthy Urban 
Council, or some responsible people in the 
town, to approach the powers that be for 
similar relief grants for Enniscorthy. It was 
decided to approach the Urban Council on 
the matter.

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TOBACCO INDUSTRY IN 
FREE STATE. 
SEVENTEEN FACTORIES 
NOW IN OPERATION, 

In an article in this month’s Jrish Trade 
Journal, a short summary is given of the 
manufacture of tobacco in the Irish Free 

State. 

The total annual consumption of tobacco 
and cigarettes in the lrish Free State in 1926 
was about 8,300.000lbs., valued at £5,200,000. 
Seventy-five per. cent. of the cigarettes and 
tobacco smoked in Ireland up to that .time 
were supplied by British manufacturers. On 
the establishment of a separate Customs 
organisation in the Irish Free State in 1923 
the existing. British. duties on imported 
tobacco were brought into force automatically 
for the area of the new State, and constituted 
a fiscal protection for manufacturers within 
that area. 

These duties amounted to 8s. 6d. per Ib. 
on smoking tobaecp and 10s. 53d. per lb. on 
cigarettes. To meet the situation three Bri- 
tish firms set up factories in Dublin ‘and 
hegan to produce at the end of the year 
1923, and since then two Belfast firms have 
established themselves. 

At the present there are 17 firms in the 
Irish Free State engaged in the manufacture 
of tobacco, cigarettes and snuff, and these 
are distributed as follows:—Dublin, 7; Cork, 
3; Limerick, 3; and Dundalk, Muine Beag, 
Buncrana and Dungarvan, 1 factory each. The 
more important Trish faetories engage prin- 
cipally in the production of the heavier kinds 
of tobacco, while the output of the smaller 
ones is mainly snuff and hand-made 


- cigarettes, 


Some Irish firms which, prior to 1923, 
enjoyed a good export trade to Great Britain 
found that after the establishment of the 
Free State their trade. suffered, since 
Irish tobacco entering Great Britain 
was mist to the same duties, as there was 
on English tobaccos coming into the Free 
State. One of the firms—Méssrs. P. J. 
Carroll and Co., Ltd., Durndalk—which had 
an important trade with Great Britain, was, 
therefore, forced to ‘establish a factory in 
averpool, to which it transferred a number 
of its employés in the autumn of 1923. 

At one time there were as. many as 130 
Irish factories engaged in the preparation of 
tobacco, and some of the firms at present 
engaged in ‘the industry in the Irish. Free 
State claim. to have teen in existence over 
100 years. 

The greater part of the raw material now 
used in the Trish tobacco factories is im- 
ported from the United States and South 
Africa. .

A Futile Quarrel. 


From Bromley, the Vale of Evesham 
and General Hertzog come three signs 
which those who have not yet > decided 
between the official policy of the Conserva- 
tive Party and“Lord Beaverbrook’s call of 
Empire free trade would ¢> well to observe. 
The Bromley by-election, which, if financial 
support for Mr. Redwood’s nomination is 
forthcoming from local sources, will record 
the first direct challenge of the new party, 
is of vital interest. Moreover, the fact 
that the challenge comes from within the 
constituency rather than from the central, 
organisation of the United Empire Party 
enhances its importance. While a grand 
offensive launched by Lord Beaverbrook im 
person might have been regarded with some’ 
degree of composure, this sudden birth of 
a local movement bears a sinister aspect. 
Bromley has a largely urban population, 
and is one of .those ‘“‘southern”’ con- 
stituencies. for whose balance Mr. Baldwin 
fearéd; but last year the Conservative 
majority was 7,000, and it ought to prove 
adequate. The Socialists are not expected 
to increase their poll, and the real danger 
lies in the Liberal attack, which, but for 
the threatened split in the Conservative 
vote, would have been negligible. If the 
Liberals win Bromley, the seat will have 
been surrendered to a -party which 
notoriously is honeycombed with inhibi- 
tions where tariffs are concerned. | 

The Vale of Evesham tells much the 
same tale that Bromley tells, although from 


a somewhat different angle. In Bromley" i 


the appeal of Empire free trade is 


largely sentimental; in Worcestershire it. 


is severely practical, Farmers, as a class, 
have acquired, not unfairly, a 
for*shréwdness ; and, inasmuch as Empire

trade, in his opinion, was ‘‘ entirely im- 
practicable?’ He pointed out, not un- 
reasonably, that industries were growing 
in South Africa to which such a policy 
would offer no assistance. On the other 
hand, a. trade agreement between his 
Government and Great Britain was, he 
considered, a real desideratum, The pith 
of his arguments, however, was best ex- 
pressed in his complaint that the pro- 
tagonists of ‘‘ Empire free trade '. had not 
yet defined what the words meant.. Herein, 
indeed, lies the root of the whole trouble 
in the Conservative ranks, and Mr. 
Baldwin’s refusal to. demand a general 
sanction to impose tariffs at will is justi- 
fied. Such a sanction, if it were accorded, 
-would be open to the gravest abuse, and 
even Lord Beaverbrook himself, in a 
moment of irritation, easily might conduct 
himself with a Dominion in the same spirit 
that once caused the Bostonians to throw 
the tea into the harbour. Reciprocal 
preferences and tariffs on foreign imports, 
calculated to assist Empire traders, must 
bé settled between the Dominions con- 
cerned and ‘Westminster before they 
are put into practice. The views of 
General Hertzog may be assumed to 
represent the views of other Dominions, 
and it is remarkable that so little 
attention has been paid to them by 
the warring sects of the Conservative 
Party. Before the general election 
arrives the Empire free traders may have 
learned that any quarrel with Mr, Baldwin 
is premature until the points. of that 
quarrel have been defined.

The French Army. 


Just two years ago the Kellogg Pact. for 
the outlawry of war was signed with bomp 
in Paris. By the signature of this pact 
war was prohibited officially by . some 
fifty nations, and the event was hailed by 
the Press of the world as one of the great 
things of human history. The ordinary 
man, therefore, may be pardoned if he 
wonders why the signatories of the Kellogg 
Pact continue to maintain costly armies, 
navies and air forces, and to indulge in 
all the preparations for war precisely as 
in the days before it was excommunicated 
with bell, book and candle at the Quai 
d’Orsay. Indeed, in some respects there 
is more military activity to-day than 
there was before the War. Only on Sunday 
M. Maginot, the French War Minister, 
informed a Paris newspaper that he was 
unable to comply with M. Tardieu's 
request. that every department of State 
should reduce its estimates.. His proposals 
for the French Army will entail increased 
expenditure, and, as his decision has been 
dictated by that blessed word “‘ security ”' 
which works like a charm in France, his 
estimates almost certainly will be accepted. 
Fortunately for M. Maginot, a young 
German. Minister some weeks ago made a 
highly indiscreet speech in Berlin, This 
speech has bean interpreted in France as 
a threat of war, and the cry of videant 
Consules has been raised in the Paris 
Press. M. Maginot is determined that the 
French Army shall not be caught napping. 
The period of military service has been 
reduced to one year, with the result that 
the number of trained reserves will be 
lessened. The General Staff, therefore, is 
anxious to increase the strength of the 
professional army, which is the nucleus of 
France’s fighting forces, and, to that end, 
more money must be spent. The French 
Army is incomparably the greatest fighting 
machine in the world. It has pledged 
allies in the armies of Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugoslavia and Belgium; and 
if, by any malign chance, some other 
nation should attack France to-morrow, 
she and her friends would crush it m a 
week. What chance is there of disarma- 
ment while France insists that she 
is in danger of invasion? Her example 
is being followed by the whole train 
of Europe’s petty States, and it is a 
melancholy fact, that there are more men 
under arms on the Continent to-day than 
there were beforethe outbreak oí the 
War in 1914. The peace of Europe is 
guaranteed by all sorts of documents. 


Huge sums of money are being spent on. 


the League of Nations at Geneva; the 
Locarno agreement was designed expressly 
to give France security, and the Kellogg 
Pact said what ought to have been the 
last word, Yet the crazy race continues. 
Men of intelligence, with the awful ex- 
periences of ‘the last sixteen years to 
guide. them, are devising new methods to 
kill one another; and the professional 
strategists are looking forward to the day 
when once more they will be able to juggle 
with the lives of millions. 


Science and Language. 


Scientific .terminology—the ‘‘ words of 
learned length and thundering sound ”’ 
that research employs in its treatises and 
technical discussions—amuses or irritates 
“the plain citizen, He suspects that such 
jaW-breakers really mean nothing, and 
that science employs.them to magnify its 
own importante or merely to mystify the 
general reader. ‘The suspicion does science 
amb, injustice ; for these formidable words 
are necessary and mean a great deal. They 
are Greek or Latin because those 
languages form a link between the learned 
of all countries.

Tahiti, in Pacific waters, has involved no 
loss of life. The American — steamer 
Ventura, summoned by “ wireless,’’ 
rescued passengers, mails and crew—in- 
cluding the calm wireless operator whose 
last message from the sinking ship de- 
manded the score of the Test match. Com- 
menting on this rescue, the Morning Post 
remarks that the sea is now one of the 
safest highways of travel. During the 
period 1871 to 1910 the average annual 
loss of life to passengers at sea in British 
vessels was 251. For the period 1921 to 
1928 the annual average was only fifteen, 
and in two of those years not a single 
The improvement is 
due partly to advances in shipbuilding, 
but mainly to the use of wireless tele- 
graphy: while shipwrecks continue to 
occur, the sea is baffled of human prey by 
this wonderful and most beneficent 
resource of science. To-day the peril of 
the road has become the worst of dll 
menaces for travellers. Accidents on the 
Imperial Airways and other well organised

THE JURY SYSTEM. 


TO. THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir.—Now that the Trinity Term 1s over, 
and ‘the Courts will not re-assemble for a 
couple of months, I think it would be well 
to draw public attention to the present un- 
satisfactory jury system and the- hardships it 
entails on certain Dublin citizens. The law, 
as it at present stands, only provides for 
householders to be summoned on juries, and 
the same jurors are empanelled, or at least 
summoned to appear, on an average once in 
two years. That means that jurors must 
attend in Court practically every day for at 
least six weeks, whether they be actually 
empanelled or not.. This is particularly hard 
on Dublin jurors, as, according to present 
arrangements, Dubiin is the venue for all the 
more important trials, either civil or criminal, 
from every part of the Free State. Notable 
exemptions from service on juries include all 
professional men—barristers, solicitors, doc- 
tors,,clergymen—-all civil servants, most bank 
officials, schoo] teachers and_ professional 
teachers of every grade, commercial travel- 
lers, houseliolders who are shrewd enough to 
take houses in the names of wives or other 
relatives, and all lodgers. 

It is high time that the present system 
should be drastically revised so as to give 
every man a fair chance. Why should civil 
servants be exempted? Surely the work of 
serving on a jury is quite as important to the 
State as protecting the trees in the Phenix 
Park or collecting income tax or land pur- 
chase annuities. e Franchise Acts provide 
that all adults can exercise the franchise at 
the age of twenty-one, and, if all these 
citizens are considered sans enc to Rn a 

tive government, they ought to be 

eligible to ive on juries. If the. age of 
twenty-one is considered too young, why 
should it not be extended so that every man 
over twenty-five years of age should be avail- 
jury. service, whether he be a house.

tribes, though quiet again for the moment, 
remained an uncertain factor and a pos- 
sible menace, 
The communal disturbances in Sind had | 
spread over a large area on both sides of 
the Indus, and a serious situation had 


developed. 


ECONOMIC DEPRESSION. 

In Bombay, and generally throughout 
the country, economic conditions tended 
to deteriorate, and the continued boycott 
of British «goods, especially of cloth, 
threatened the imminent ruin of a large 
number of small Indian dealers, who were 
unable to resist the pressure of the social 
boycott and other methods of coercion. 

The monsoon had so far been favourable, 
and harvest prospects were good, but the 
low level of prices of agricultural produce 
gave cause for anxiety, 

Recent events in the North-West 
Frontier province had not so far had 
various reactions on the general political 
situation, but developments there were 
being ‘watched with. interest.

andits, acting on the description which 
he was able to give them. A number of 
Canadian Militia were called out to assist 
in the search. 


ROBBERS ON GOODS TRAIN. 

The police quickly found the gunmen’s 
car ditched, and traced the transfer of the 
criminals to another car. The result was 
that, within an hour of the robbery, the 
culprits were discovered hiding in a 
Canadian National freight train, and were 
soon safely lodged in jail. 

In an interview Turner gave the follow- 
ing account of the “ hold up’’:—‘‘I was 
standing near the bank,” he said, “ when 
the bandits’ car rolled up.

ing up his hands and he saw me. I had 
just reached the corner again when the 
men, still holding their revolvers, rushed 
out, jumped into their car and drove 
rapidly away.”

BUSINESS MAN’S 
CRIME, 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

Last night, in a villa at Saint Germain 
en Laye, M. Hoock, who has a lampshade 
business in Paris, shot his wife and two 
little boys and committed suicide. 

When the servant came. to the bedroom 

door this morning, bringing an early 
breakfast, she found a note pinned to it in 
M. Hoock’s writing, saying that he had 
killed his family, and that he was sorry 
not to have been able to kill his other two 
sons who are at present in Switzerland, 
and ordering the servant to notify the 
police at once. 
‘The maid was too frightened to go into 
the bedroom, but ran out and called the 
police. When the police entered the room 
they found M. and Mme. Hoock in bed 
with revolver wounds in the forehead. 

Their little baby, Michel, aged six 
months, was found dead in his cot, and 
his brother, Jacques, aged nine, in a very 
critical state. He died shortly afterwards 
from his injuries. It is supposed that M. 
Hoock shot his wife and children while 
they 'were- asleep. . 

It is believed that his mind was un- 
hinged by the ynsatisfactory state of his 
business. 

THE FATEFUL NOTE. 

The piece of folded paper which gave 
the maid the first inkling of the tragedy 
was pinned above an electric light switch 
on the landing: ‘‘ Poor Suzanne,’ it read, 
‘you are very young for such a shock, 
and I very sincerely regret it. Don’t go 
into this room and don’t touch the door. 
Warn M. Canchon or a neighbour, and 
ask them to fetch the police. Don’t disturb 
anything in the room until the police have 
arrived. I rely on the kindness of our 
neighbours to get the police to keep morbid 
sightseers away, and to break the news 
gently to M. and MM. Champot, my 
father and mether-in-law, There is nothing 
for anyone to do in Paris. I have settled 
everything there. Mv sister will be warned 
at nine on Monday by a letter I have left 
on her desk. Good-bye all.” 

On a table at the side of the man’s bed 
was a scribbled note in which he begged 
that his sons at Fribourg should not be 
warned of the occurrence until after the 
funeral, 


RAILWAY ACCIDENT IN 
LORRAINE. 


FOUR KILLED AND FIFTEEN 
SERIOUSLY INJURED.

STRASBOURG, Monday. 

It is announced that four persons were 
killed and fifteen scriously injured: in a 
railway collision between a train convey- 
ing miners from the Kreuzwald Mines 
and a coal train to-day. Six of the injured 
were so badly crushed between the seats 
that it was necessary to cut off one or 
both of their legs. 

The accident was apparently due to the 
mistake of a signalman, who had signalled 
to both the coal train and the miners’ 
train that the-way was clear.

Seward, the President, 
remarked, ''even those of us who speak 
the same language cannot always follow

It has already been nicknamed “' The 
Long-word Conference,” and probably 
never before. have such a .number of 
polysyllabically technical addresses been 
delivered. There was not a paper to-day 
which could have been understood by an 
unscientific mind, but: such words as 
phtyocoenoses, ustilaginaceg and sporangio-. 
phoric are apparently quite clear to the 
youngest botanical novice.

A GOMMON NOMENOLATURE. 

“It is better to call it a solarum 
tuberosum,’ replied the official. “The 
trouble is that, if one man wants to call 
it a spud, another wants to call it a 
spudlet, and one of the greatest problems 
is to find a common ground of nomen- 
clature. 

“This question is betmg taken up at the 
Conference, and it is hoped that some 
progress will be made towards making the 
situation clearer. After all, a ‘spud’ 
called by any other name is just as 
palatable.”’ 

Some disappointment has been felt by 
the absence of Russian professors, who 
have sent messages regretting inability to 
attend, but giving no reason.

It is not likely that the report of the 
committee appointed: to eonsider the 
problem of coast erosion in the Irish Free 
State will be presented to the Minister 
for Local Government before the begin- 
ning of next year.

Church 
union in South India was known to be 
among the ‘most important, and was ex- 
pected to prove among the most contro- 
‘versial. For a year and more it had been 
debated by ecclesiastical gatherings in this 
country, too often not without dust and 
heat. Some opponents of the scheme de- 
clared that their ition as members of 
the English Church would be jeopardised 
were such proposals to be officially 
sanctioned. Some supporters of the scheme 
replied that the departure of persons so 
minded from the Church ‘could be. borne 
with equanimity. The bishops,’ if more 
temperate in the expression of their views, 
seemed no less divided. It appeared that 
the most. to be hoped..for from . the 
Lambeth Conference was a vote. showing 
a fairly decisive majority one side or the 
other. What.no one could have antici- 
pated is that which actually has_ been 
achieved; for, as the Encyclical Letter 
states, it was with unanimity that the 
Conference adopted the resolutions relat- 
ing to South India. 

Those six resolutions are an emphatic 
endorsement of the scheme. They do not, 
it is true, bring it into active being, or 
even determine difficulf points. of ‘detail 
that will need adjustment before the stage 
of active being can be reached. . Such 
matters lay outside the competence of the 
Conference; and it is by further consulta- 
tion and agreement between the contract- 
ing parties in South India that they will 
have to. be settled. What has happened 
is that the Episcopal-Synod of the Church 
of India, Burma and Ceylon, before pro- 
ceeding to decisive action, invited the 
Lambeth Conference to express its general 
approval or disapproval of the scheme, 
and, in particular, to advise on questions 
of principle that had emerged during the 
stage of. prelinfinary sainiú 2 
THE FUTURE OF THE EXPERIMENT. 

The Lambeth Conference has answered 
those questions in a sense that will make 
easier the consummation of the scheme, 
and has bestowed on the scheme itself, 
with its main.idea of reunion on the lines 
suggested, -its strong and unanimous 
approval. The future of this courageous 
experiment now lies in South India: All 
that Lambeth could do to help it forward 
has been done, and done in a fashion as 
unequivocal as it'is welcome. 

Much. more. than the progress of 
Christianity in the special area of South 
India is involved in the final result. The 
scheme, in. the words of the Committee, 
may be found to suggest a method. by 
which in other parts of the world it is 
possible to make an approach to -reunion 
with non-episcopal .communions.. The 
example of India must, indeed, have its 
influence in many other countries, includ- 
ing our own, as a definite step towards 
transmuting Christian unity from a pious 
aspiration into an accomplished fact. 


SAVED BY WIRELESS. 


THE LESSON OF THE 
TAHITI. 


——— 


Yesterday the public anxiety about the 
fate of the passengers and crew of the 
Tahiti was set at rést by the news that 
they had all been safely transferred to 
the American steamship Ventura, remarks 
The Times editorially to-day. 

At the time of the accident to her star- 
board propeller on Saéurday morning, 
the vessel, which belongs to the Union 
Steamship Company. of New Zealand, was 
nearly 500 miles from the nearest land, 
between New Zealand and the island after 
which she is named. Soon after the 
receipt of the first reports that she was in 
danger of sinking owing to the inrush of 
water caused by the loss of her propeller 
shaft, it was. learned that her wireless 
appeals for help had been picked up by 
two other steamers besides the Ventura. 

In the circumstances, everything pos- 
sible was done by those in control of the 
Tahiti and by the ships that came to her 
assistance, and, thanks: to their prompti- 
tude, what might have ended in a serious 
disaster has injured no one except the 
underwriters. 

The whole affair is a striking illustra- 
tion of the great value of wireless. Com- 
plete immunity from destructive accidents 
is no more possible at sea than it is on 
land or in the air; but, considering the 
creat number of voyages that are made 
every day of the year by British ships, 
the number of deaths which they cause 
is singularly small. In the ten years 
after the war the average number of lives 
lost by wrecks and casualties to vessels 
belonging to the United Kingdom was 
less than 240, and there is no question 
that the comparative smallness of the 
annual death roll is largely due to the 
constant aid from other vessels, on which, 
thanks to the science of wireless tele- 
graphy and to the dévotion of its 
) operators, ships in distress in these days 
are able to depend.

FASCIST PARTY’S STRANGE 
CHARGE. 

From REUTER B COnRESPONDENT, 
ROME, Monday. 
The total number of dead in the recent 

carihquake was 1,475, according to an official 
bulletin of the Fascist Party. 

This is a large reduction from the previous 
official total of 2,142, and is due to the fact 
that many persons who were thought to have 
been killed and who did not. answer the 
frequent roll calls that were held after the 
disaster had, in fact, fled from the ruins 
of their native towns to the homes of rela- 
tives in neighbouring localities. 

The Fascist bulletin, which bears the head- 
ing of ‘‘Count Them,” goes on to say : 
“On the morrow of the earthquake the 
enemies of Italy, although pretending formal 
sympathy, could not refrain from exaggerat- 
ing the result of the disaster. They spoke 
of cities destroyed, of millions of persons 
wandering through the countryside, of 5,000 
—even 15,000—dead. 

“The Fascist Government declares that 
the dead were counted one by one and from 
Commune to Commune by calling the roll on 
the basis of the civil register.’’

Hundreds of holiday-makers were playing 
on the great stretch of sand known as the 
West Beach, and the water’s edge was lined 
with pathers when the screams gave warning 
of danger. At first it was taken as a prank 
of frolicking girls; but when the screams 
continued a number of men swam out 
towards the two girls. 

Tit a moment a crowd gathered at the 
waters edge. and watched the group of heads 
creep closer to the gaily coloured bathing 
caps worn by the girls. Three men forged 
ahead, and there was a -murmur of relief -m 
the beach when the five heads were seen to 
be toyether. : 

Suddenly there was a struggle, and only 
four heads were seen. One of the bathing 
caps had disappeared. , 

Meanwhile the rescuers were themselves in 
grave danger, for they were caught by a 
tremendous undercurrent, against which they 
could make little progress. ~ Shouts for ropes 
and a boat arosé, but, while a rope was 
obtained, there was no boat to be seen. 

Other bathers swam out with the rope, and 
a living chain was formed. The rope. reached 
the little group in the nick of time; for one 
of the rescuers was caught as he was going

A pathetic feature of the affair was that 
the drowned girl had entered the water to 
practise for her Girl Guide swimming badge.

A PENNY ON THE LOAF. 

Mr. H. J. Keens, in his presidential addres 
to the Conference of the Operative Bakers at 
Portsmouth yesterday, said that Empire free 
trade meant taxation on things imported into 
this country, and, taking a moderate figure, 
bread was likely to be at least a penny a 
uartern more than under prevailing con- 
ditions.
